SAX FiiANuscu, December 23.— In tbe 


case of the People versus Percy Douglas, 
appealed from Fretsuo county y th« Su- 
preme court to-day affirmed the decision 
of the lower court. The defendant waa 
attempting to beat his way on a paaaeu- 
ger train, and when approached by the 
brakeman be shot him in the wrist, for 
which he waa convicted of assault to 
commit murder and sentenced to eight 
vears imprisonment. His counsel con- 
tended that the presumption was that 
the defendant was a passenger and had 
a right on the platform, but the court 
held that such a presumption was over- 
come bv the actions of defendant and 
the fact 'that he waa riding between the 
baggage cars.

SAS FKAKCISCO, December 23. — Infor- 


mation has baeu received by the laud de- 
partment of the Southern Pacific com- 
>any tbat a very valuable deposit ot 
marble has been discovered along tbe 
ailroad a few miles from Reno, Nevada. 
A bluff waa eueonutersd which shows a 
)erpendicular frontage of 200 feet of 
narble, which ia there 150 wide. The 
edge is traceable for several miles, and 
runa through government lands as well 
as that of the railroad. The marble is of 
hrea kinds, one being pure white, anoth- 
er mottled, or striped, and the third col- 
ored. The latter, from a superficial ex- 
amination, seems poESiWy onyx. 
In 


quantity, tbe deposit seema practically 
neshaustible, while in quality it is said 
:o bo very fine. Not far from this ledge 
another has been discovered, which is 
thought to be black marble. 


A BIG COIWFAXV. 


The Bear Valley Irrigation. --Cap- 


ital Four millions. 


SAN BEKSARUINO, December 23.— The 


Bear Valley Irrigation Company has 
been incorporated with a capital stock of 
$4,000,000, $1,000,000 of which is pre- 
ferred stock and 
$3,003,000 common 


stock. This company buys out the Bear 
Valley reservoir property, also the Ales- 
saudro tract of 210,000 acres, which is to 
be irrigated by the Bear Valley reservoir 
water. Two million fourhundred thous- 
and dollars' worth of the common stock 
of tho new company is used to buy these 
properties and the remainder of the com 
mon stock and the preferred stock wil 
be sold to raise the funds to build tho 
new Bear Valley dam at a coat of $750, 
OOiValeo to convey water to the Perris 
and Alesaandro irrigation districts, com 
prising 510,000 acres of fruit lands.

Captain Lawrence of Oakland and 
Frederick Vehling of San Francisco, 
who came down from Portage bay on the 
Jertha as passengers, pay a tribute to 
he seamanship of Captain Anderson. 
They say they never experience/1*- hnrri- 
iane of such violence before iu Alaska.

ng the gale and haa to leave their 
louses, which threatened every minute

During the last week of November tbe 


largest number of immigrants ever re- 
ceived iu the month of November were 
landed at the port uf New York. The 
total was 9993. They were chiefly Ital- 
ians and Huns, and were of the very 
poorest class of people. 


On the whole, this year's crop of ar- 


rivals is regarded by tbe immigrant offi- 
cials as anything but an acquisition to 
the population. They have not hesitated 
to say BO in plain and forcible language 
in their reports. The result is that the 
Joint Congressional Committee ou Im- 
migration has agreed upon a bill to reg- 
ulate and restrict immigration. 


Chairman Owen, in tpoalring of the 


bill gives an outline of its general fea- 
tures as follows: 


"It is a new contract-labor law. The 


old law is so wretchedly inefficient that, 
according to the testimony of the labor 
inspectors themselves, twenty-five per 
cent of the immigration now coming to 
the country is in the violation of the con- 
tract-labor law. The statute was framed 
to meet the condition of things that ex- 
isted at the time the law was passed. 
Employers have changed their method3, 


" the law is unable to reach them. It 


,^ ^ractically useless, so we have framed 
a new law. We have also very much en- 
larged tbe inhibited classes of immi- 
grants." 


The sentiment in favor of restricting

Thia if 
due largely to faulty construction, inex- 
perienced jailors and IBB tendency on 
the part of county boards to save money, 
mating it necessary to huddle the young 
and the old, the innocent and the guilty 
and iii Bome instances even men ant 
women, together. The innocent becoim 
tainted and those who are young in 
crime sooa become ha-dened by aaaoci 
ating with professional criminals.

When a farmer gets propej-ly fixed to 
provide his own meat supply, carrying 
every detail of the work, ho has then 
accomplished one of the greatest systems 
of saving to lie acquired on the farm. 


Cut Fodder for Stock. 


.Mastication of dry fodder is a large 


item in tho animal economy, and the op- 
eration of so doing must be sustained hy 
Ksnenditure of feed. In feeding fodder 
to stock a great deal is lost which would 
he masticated and digested if properly 
prepared by the cutter. The machine 
which cuts tho woody fiber of the coarse 
stalks prepares it for easy mastication, 
and does it at no expense when compared 
-with the loss of strength on the animal's 
part when compelled to chew on the 
tough fibers half a day to get a little 
nourishment out of_thein. 
Straw and 


com fodder when mixed with meal or 
other nourishing food has considerable 
feeding value. Straw is poor stuff for 
sheep, but hay will bo consumed more 
closely by them if cut. 
When straw is 


cut up and mixed -with hay or bran the 
sheep will cat it all up, but if fed to 
tbem alone they will only nibble tho best

And the importance of good cultivation 
must bo constantly and at all times re- 
membered and the great superiority 
borne in mind of snch fruit as cornea 
from well treated trees. A sinjjlo tree 
tinder tho best treatment may give 
handsome, juicy, delicious specimens, 
fit to grace the finest table and gratify 
tho most refined appetite, and be incom- 
parably better than the product of a 
doztm neglected trees with their scabby, 
distorted, insect bitten specimens and 
poor flavor. Plant moderately, there- 
Fore, and give the most thorough cult- 
ure as the cheapest way to obtain full 
nnd satibfactory returns.—Conntry Gen- 
ileman.

uwn, ;+nd ia most instances useful, that 
its disii-lv.-intiiges are seldom taken into 
consijloriitio-j.

Those varieties that produce pollen and 
berries also arc at a disailvantage as 
compared with those that produce ber- 
ries only. Give a plant nothing to do 
bnt to grow n71(l hear frnit and the work 
will be better done than if an additional 
task is imposed. To produce pollen taxes 
tho energies of ths pla 
n.!fc much more 


than is comuiouly supposed. 
Many 


growers think ifc would he desirable to 
havo varieties with perfect blossoms 
only to save tbe trouble of planting tho 
two classes. Theory di5proves this plan, 
and careful observations at the station 
referred to show that in general the most 
prolific sorts are thosu that have imper- 
fect flowers. These statements refer to 
the leading varieties that are most gen- 
erally grown. 


Nearly ail of ihe very early varieties 


continue but a abort time in bearing, 
yield but few pickings and give short 
crops. The same is true, in a more 
marked degree, of tho estremo late 
sorts. They b2gin io ripen late, but 
hold out little, if any, longer than ihe 
medium varieties. The second early or 
medinm varieties usually give more 
pickings during the season, and continue 
longer in bearing, than tho extreme 
early and late sorLs, hence give a greater 
total yield. 


Another point observed at this station 


is that if one separates varieties of straw- 
berries into two classes—viz., those that 
continue a long time in bearing and 
thoso that have a short season, it is 
found that tho most prolific fall into the 
first class, while those that give small 
crops continue bnt a short time in bear- 
ing; in other words, those that give tho 
greatest number of pickings during tho 
season produce the largest cropd. 


There has been an unusually large pro- 


duction this year of tomatoes. Delaware 
and Maryland have grown and canned 
immense crops of tomatoes, which have 
made up in partfor the almost total fail- 
ure of their poach crop.

No, it is a sheep that h,is short legs and n 
heavy body of good length and properly 
shaped, is square on the shonlders, with 
a round rib, good, str.iight back, well 
rounded hams, heavy brisket, twoorthree 
rolls around his neck. Tho next point is 
the constitution. You doii'L want to breed 
to a rain that 13 liko two slabs laid to- 
gether mth pins driven in for legs. How 
will we tell when u sheep has a good con- 
stitution? He will stand witb his head 
erect, not tucked down, and a sheep with 
good constitution vrill kc^p in ^cod con- 
dition under favorable circumstances. 


\Vliat else should a typical sheep pos- 


sess? "Wool covering. 
DOM this mean 


wool three to five inches long on tho 
back and none on the legs and belly? 
"Nay, verily;" the model sheep has a 
good length of wool on tho back and 
sides, and the most important of all is to 
have good length on tho belly and legs. 
Don't buy a mm unless.he has a good 
length of wool on his belly and legs— 
wool down to the hoof. How about hia 
head? It must be well wooled down the 
face below the eyea and up the throat 
well along the chops. Tho wool should 
be white with dark points, throwing out 
plenty of oil. Some may say that a 
greasy sheep is not fife to breed, as it 
cannot stand the cold. There is a differ- 
ence between an oily uheep and a gum- 
my firs e. A sheen that has yellow gum 
in his wool can't stand anj'thing, but a 
sheep that has white oil will corns 
through all right and will be fnfc ami 
nice.

Jesus comingwasa miracle, noth- 
ing like it in preceding history. The 
first man at creation brought a now force 
into the world. Jesus, at his coming, 
brought a still higher and diviner force. 
All the world up to man eeema prophetic 
of the coming of Adam. All antecedent 
history and life are prophetic of the com- 
mit of the Christ. 


As earth came to consciousness Brat in 


Adam 
and 
found utterance for its 


thought, so heaven caraetofullconscious 
utterance iu Jesus among men. 
As 


Adam is the incipient lord of earth by 
force of highest faculties, so Jesus be- 
euines the true Lord and King of men 
by the inthrustingof lieavenlyforces and 
ideas which must ultimately dominate 
all. Adam himself waa a Theophany, a 
nmnifeettttiim of God. 
God breathed 


into his nostrils the breath of life and 
he became a living eonl. a revelation in 
some measure of the life of God, and 
man's life would always be such a tbe- 
ophany save that the divine image baa 
been blurred by sin. The incarnation of 
the Christ is ths completion of what 
waa hinted at in Adam, viz. : tho life of 
God coming to full consciousness in the 
life ot man.

vine and the human. Somehow it haa 
always been man hns been reachirg up 
to God and God has been reachine down 
or coming down to men just as the sun 
reaches his rays down to the sunflower 
and the daisies and the sunflower and 
the daisies turn their faces toward the 
sun. The human and the divine have 
longed for a closer unify and oneness. 
This is (lie meaning ot altars of prayer.

No farmer who has onco grown roots 


for fall and winter feeding will ever 
abandon tho practice. And no farmer 
who can be induced onco to grow them 
aa a trial will ever regret the pains he 
has taken. No doubt under the gener- 
ally careless culture of such crops there 
is mncli labor bestowed upon the roots. 
Weeds have to bo destroyc-il ami wu<-& 
hand liuciuu has tc bc« dun". Tiiis is t!:e 
fault of tha farmer ;ni:l rl:e land, ami r.ot 
of tho root crop itself. Tiie yocug plants 
grow slowly at the bust, auilin weedy 
ground innke ftill slower growth, bnt 
this may be overcome hy having the 
gronml clean and well fertilised. Any 
farmer who has never grown roots for 
fear uf the labor of keeping them clean 
should plow an acre and get it ready for 
cross plowing and thorough harrowing

yet manages to have a good supply of 
butter from his milk. 
The idea is 


simple enouyh and well worth consider- 
ation. The plan adopted 13 as follows: 
At milking timo two largo vessels aro 
put outside tlio barn door, one marked 
"dairy" and the other "calves." Oaa 
half of tho milk given by each cow, viz., 
that first drawn, is put into tho vessel 
marked "calves," and tho other half, 
viz., that last drawn, ia put into th& 
vessel marked "dairy." This latter half 
is found, on being tested, to contain 
from two-thirds to three-fourths of tho 
cream. Tho calves havo the advantage 
of being fed with milk warm from tiie 
cow; at the same timo they aro reared 
at a moderate cost, as their allowance of 
the milk does not contain much cream.
